One From Border Bespeaks

Aa intimation of the great 
differ- 
ence which exists between the "Mfe in 
the trenches" which the militia on 
the border has been leading, and the 
real active service in the European 
war, con be gleaned from a compart 
son of two letters recently received 
by citizens of Janesville. One is from 
a member of a militia battery on the 
Mexican border, and the other 
from 
an 
English • soldier 
fighting 
in 
France. Perhaps the most striking dif- 
ference that confronts the reader at 
once is the difference in censorship 
which is maintained by the European 
forces, and which permits of practi- 
cally no information going to outside 
sources; whereas movements of troops 
and all details of life on the border are 
public property. 


The letter from the border militia- 
man starts out in a rather cynical vein, 
"The foolish desire for military train- 
ing caused us to form this battery, 
thinking of course, that we 
would 
have training but chiefly fun with our 
big guns and horses. Our Big Uncle 
soon changed our mjnds, for hardly 
was the organization a week old when 
this Mexican trouble sprang up and 
we, some sixty men who knew noth- 
ing about a pistol and1 much less about 
a three inch gun, were sent to the 
state mobilization camtp. 
We re- 
ceived three good months' 
training 
there pnd thought we were killed wlTh 
the work, but it was a paradise com- 
pared to the two months that followed, 
for now we are terribly short handed 
and have a great deal of fatigue duty 
besides our regular work with guns 
and horses. 
. . 


"The men found army life distaste- 


ful and deserted until today we have 
only .about ninety men for duty, when 
one hundred and seventy-seven is the 
required number. 


"Tho last of September found us 
packing up and entraining for some- 
where on the border. When the train 
stopped on the morning; of the third 
day we found the camp was Demin^, 
New dMexico: we made camiP1 on a des- 
ert, wlilch after a few weeks, proved 
quite comfortable. 


"When we had worked hard and 
were enjoying some belated comfort?, 
an order was received to march from 
Demi.ng to El Paso, a distance of 
some 106-miles. It was the longest 
hike over undertaken by militia artil- 
lery-and was through a desert country 
where watering places for the men 
were forty-five miles apart. We made 
the trip in great time and without an 
accident to a man. but two of our 
horses were crippled and now their 
bones are out there on those hot 
sand?. 


"So El Paso has bee^ our new camp 
for some twenty-five days and- we are 
lookii'g fondly for another order 
to 
pack u>p and move, with every heart 
bent upon a move home, for over five 
months of pyramidal tenta and hiking 
and sleeping on the ground becomes 
tiresome." 


In the other letter, although there is 
no ren.1 information, there seems to be 
a totally different spirit, and according 
to many, is typical of the attitude of 
the British troops. "* * * of course,' 
the writer states, "you will understand 
that we have to keep off all military 
matters in our correspondence; which 
is quite right. But? can tell you that 
I am quite all right, only very lame in 
one ]eje, but that is the result of crick- 
et some four years ago. ana barring 
that 1 am in the best of health; plenty 
of go^d'food and 
-a decent' bed; of 
courai? it's a !bit- hard, ibeing on the 
boards, compared with the 
featoer 
ones at home, but we can expect to. 
rough.lt a bit on active service—we 
keep looking: on the 
bright side of 
things and looking ahead to the time 
when we shall all be back again.'

The perilous expedition is 
being made in the Interests of the New 
York Museum of Natural History, of 
which Andrews is assistant curator. 
Tho expedition seeks native fauna aim 
big game and will ;be out of touco 
with the civilized world for eighteen 
months. 
Here Andrews and his wife 
will 
shoot tigers and other big game tor 
nearly a year, pushing on in the wil- 
derness when specimens of the game 
they seek have been procured. In ad- 
dition to .keeping her husband's stock- 
ings serviceable at the toes. Mrs. An- 
drews is acting as the official pho- 
tographer of the expedition. She is 
an expert In color photography and 
the films she -will bring from the for- 
bidden country are expected to prove 
of the greatest value to science and 
geographers. Already the indomlta-

ble little woman has filmed data of 
the greatest importance.to science. 
For Mrs. Andrews the expedition is 
a jaunt literally from the courts of 
Europe to the fastnesses of a kingdom 
that antedates civilization.

By the old con- 
tract the company paid a flat rate or 
six dollars a ton, with an increase of 
a dollar a ton for every increase of a 
dollar a hundred for sugar. Producers 
are now offered their choice of either 
this contract or of the new one an.-, 
nounced today.

Another change in the arrangements 
with producers is 
also announced, 
which calls for the payment to tho 
company of twenty-four dollars per 
acre for the hand labor furnished by 
the imported employes of. the,com- 
pany. Of this one dollar is used for 
the transportation expenses of this la- 
bor and for expenses incurred in. se- 
curing it.
